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Two Fall Into Lake; One Swims 
for Life While Comrade 
Soars Above Him. 


Engine Gives Out G00 Feet Up and 
Air Pilot Volplanes to Earth; 
No One Hurt. 


MONOPLANES RACE NECK AND NECK 


More excitement ard more numerous thril's 
were crowded into the three hours and a half 
of oficial fying time of the aviation meet 
yesterday afternoon than Chicago has exper!- 
enced years. 

Fire, water, and mechanical mishaps befe!: 
the fiers frequently throughout a program 
that would have stirred the multitudes su- 
ciently if all the events had followed the 
acheduled course. Two aviators fell into the 
lake, another crashed into telegraph wires 
and his machine burned up, a fourth was 
threwa to the ground by the tripping of one 
of his wings, and a fifth felt the chain of his 
motor blecked and floated to the ground with- 
out power. 

To the throngs in and near Grant park there 
was no serious regret in all the long series 
ef events of the afternoon for all the avia- 
tors whom mishaps befell came through safe 
and sound and smiling, even jesting as they 
were rescued’ Not one was hurt beyond a 
jolt or a wetting, Although the lose of air- 
ships meant much in some inrtances, the men 
who had the narrow escapes were glad that 
withal good fortune had attended them. 


Here Are the Acchdents. 
The accidents of the day follow: 


GILL, HOWARD, in a Wright biplane, 
600 feet in air over flying course when a 
propelles chain caught in its tubing, wob- 
bling machine until it careened dangerous- 
ly. Gill glided swayingly to landing after 
stopping his motor. 
HAMMOND, LEE, in a Baldwin biplane, 
fell in lake near four mile crib after com- 
pleting lap and a half of overwater race; 
picked up unhurt by fire tug Graeme 
Stewart. 4 
McCURDY, J. A. D., in McCurdy biplane 
struck electric light wires running from 
Chicago Yacht club; was turned upside and 
thrown on ground, his machine catching fire 
from sparking wires. McCurdy unhurt. 
OVINGTON, EARLE L., in Curtiss bi- 
plane, “banked” too low in north end of 
aerodrome and smashed a wing against 
ground; was unhurt. 
SIMON, RENE, in Moisant monoplane, 
fell in lake beyond government pier when 
his engine refused to start after erratic 
gliding evolutions; picked up by life 
savers and taken to shore by launch 
“Herbert M.,“ belonging to Dewitt 
Cregier. 

High Power Wire in Crowd. 
The accident to McCurdy left a dozen 
strands of high power electric wire dangling 
among a crowd of 20,600 persons, who rushed 
from the free seats to the lakeshore near the 
Chicago Yacht club house, where the biplane 
fell. At a height of 600 feet over the lake 
MeCurdy heard his engine missing and began 
to volplane or glide downward with his motor 
shut off to nurse the ailing cylinder 
The velocity of his glide was so great that 
he didn’t see the mesh of wires leading from 
the Chicago Yacht club house. His landing 
chassis hurtled into the wires, tearing them 
from their fastenings and spliting a wire pole 
in two. 
The biplane was entirely inverted in the 
air, but did not fall with great force as the 
planes partially sustained the weight, Mc- 
Curdy clambered out of an awkward posi- 
tion and began an inspection of his eratt. 
which he found in good condition, except for 
the battered landing chassis. 

Sparks Start Gasoline. 

Before he left the machine a sputtering 
electric light wire splashed sparks over his 
wings starting a blase that soon spread to a 
leaking gasoline stream. The wing fabric and 
parts of the frame work and the propeller 
were reduced to charred wood by the flames. 
A chemical! extinguisher from the yacht club- 
house put out the blaze. 
After René Simon had pitted his fifty horse 
power Gnome motor against Earle Oving- 
tons seventy horse power Gnome, 
losing the monoplane race by less than three 
seconds, the Frenchman began pirouetting 
over the flying field, swerving out over the 
lake and frolicking around ship masts. 
Just when he was jumping over the govern- 
ment pier, at a point nearly on a line with 
Harrison street, his motor refused to start. 
and the Moisant monoplane settled lightly 
down in the water, Simon staid in kis cockpit 
until he saw the water seeping in and then 
crawied out of the fuselage on te the single 
wing of his machine. 
Nonchalantly Simon remained seated 
“tallorwise™ on the dry wing until iife 
savers from the river station took him in 
their beat—a transfer effected with a great 
show of courtesy on tne part of the aviator. 
Later Simon stepped from the life crew 
beat into the launch Herbert M., owned 
and driven by Dewitt Cregier, who had 
taken a dozen newspaper men out to the 
submerged machine. At shore he wae 
greeted with a cheer and many affectionate 
embraces from his French mechanics.

Lynn, Mass,, Aug. 14.—[Special.]—How 
many baths does a person require in a week? 
The above question is being asked by about 
every one of Lynn's 100,000 population, and 
the answers ate varied ones. Some people 
claim only one ig necessary, thereby uphold- 
ing Water Commissioner Thomas Campbell, 
who has decrged that one bath every seven 
days is enough. a 

The water supply at Lynn became low re- 
cently, and Water Commissioner Campbell, 
seeking to care for the city’s interests, asked 
that the citizens content themselves with one 
beth a week. The outburst of indignation 
wuich resulted fairly overwhelmed the water 
commissioner, and he fnereased the bathing 
privilege to twice weekly.

Applause at First Glimpse. 

The wildest enthusiasm since the beginning 
of the Chicage aviation meet was mani- 
tested when Atwood’s machine was first 
sighted. He was five miles from the city, 
near the old drainage canal. The thousands 
who had been watching the cqntests at the 
flying field throughout the afternoon turned 
their attention to the twinkling speck in 
the southwest sky, which marked the ap- 
proach of the aviator. 

“ Atwood, Atwood,” a thousand shouted 
in concert with such a volume of sound that 
the flying men over the field heard and 
shifted their air machines so they could get 
better views of the coming aviator. It was 
6:10 when Atwood was first seen. In five 
minutes more the spinning propellers could 
be distinguished as the machine rushed 
toward the goal. At6:19 Atwood crossed the 
south line of the aviation field, and as the 


| shouts of thousands reached him, the cross 


country pilot inclined his head and smiled. 


Aeroplanes Parade by Stand. 
Directors of the meet rushed dut on the 
field to receive him, but he did not alight un- 
til he had circled the field twice. The 
aviators who were in the air when he ar- 
rived fell in behind Atwood and paraded in 
their aeroplanes behind him past the grand- 
stand. Atwood came to the ground a hundred 
yerds south of the judges’ stand. There fol- 
lowed a foot race between a half dozen of the 
field officials of the meet to be the first to 
welcome the daring air man. Harold F. Me- 
Cormick, Frank X. Mudd, J. S. Stevens, and 
Jean Wilmer pulled the flyer out of his ma- 
chine saddle and bore him on their shoulders 
back to the judges’ stand, while the crowd 
cheered. 

„Bud Mare wae flying when Atwood 
alighted and he steered his big red devil” 
toward the alighting spot and landed within 
twenty feet of Atwood's machine. 

„ Congratulations—it was a dandy flight,” 
he shouted at Atwood, whose hearing hed 
been affected by the six hour motor concerts 
on his aeroplane. He shook the Boston man 
by the hand. 

Atwood “Glad He’s Here.” 
“Glad to be here.“ Atwood said, “and — 
nad a fine trip. Not a mishap of any kind.

tance traveled between dawn and nightfall.

I circled above the hotel where 
I was stopping, and then turned northward 
up the Mississippi, and saw from above just, 
how the Missouri spills itself into the Father 
of Waters. 

When I got to Alton I lost my way. I 
don’t know what would have happened if it 
had not been for two of the mos; inteliigent 
rallroad employés I ever saw. There were two 
forks in the rallroad there and I did not know 
which to follow. I saw two men standing by 


within fifty feet of them. Then I pointed up 
one track, then up the other.

Sees Crowds on Housetops. 

“Then came the trip along the Chicago 
and Alton railway to Springfield. I dipped 
down to every town on the road. In every 
one of them the whole population seemed to 
be out to greet me. I could see steam issuing 
from factory whistles. Then by and by the 

sound wold come wafting up to my ears. 
In every town the people were perched on 
roofs and big crowds were gathered at the 
stations. They waved and shouted, and D 
would wav: back.

mishap that has caused disaster to other 
filers at the meet. 

He was rounding the north end of the aero- 
drome, flying low, and banking high. A tip 
end of his Curtiss biplane struck the ground, 
twirling the machine about, but did not un- 
seat Ovington. The upper plane was broken. 

Probably not a spectator realized the peril 
that beset Howard Gili when one of his two 
propeller chains caught in its tubing about 
600 feet up in the air in the north half of the 
fiying field. 

If the chain had broken, throwing the one 
propeller out of commission, the Wright bi- 
plane would have been whirled around in the 
air entirely beyond control. But the chain 
held, stopping both propellers. There was 
a mechanical rattle that caused every one 
near the sheds to look up at the jeopardized 
Hier. ' 

He quickly shut off his engine, stabilized 
his wabbling machine, and glided to a safe 
landing. 

Aviator Has to Swim for Life. 

Strong swimming saved Lee Hammond 
from death when his Baldwin biplane 
plunged into sixty feet of water as he was 
making his second lap in the fourteen mile 
race around the Carter H. Harrison crib. 

It sank instantly when it struck, and has 
not yet been recovered. The aviator, seeing 
no boats near him, started swimming to the 
Harrison crib, a quarter of a mile away. At 
the same time the official lauch Dolphin 
shot away from its station, half a mile 
off. It picked the aviator up after he had 
been in the water about eight minutes. He 
was almost exhausted. ¢ 
Hammond made his first lap in fairly good 
time, flying high and fast. He was the sec- 
ond started. His time for the lap was 
10:22.08, about two minutes slower than that 
of Tom Sopwith, winner of the race. 


Engine Goes on High Speed. 

As he circled the course and started out 
on his second lap, his engine exploded faster 
than before. The change was perceptible to 
every one on the course, for the biplane 
mped ahead as though it had been whipped. 
it fled from shore into the mist of smoke 
and haze which hung over the lake the rattle 
of its speeding engine rose threateningly 
above the sound of three other machines. 
But the machine would not stand the 
strain. About a quarter of a mile from the 
crib something cracked, the machine turned 
half way over and plunged into the lake. 
Hammond dived from his seat as it struck 
and came to the surface in time to seen an 
end of the upper plane vanishing into bubbles. 
As he started, William R. Badger, in an- 
other Baldwin plane, swept over him about 
200 feet in the air. N 

Badger waved at Hammond. 

Hammond summoned his little remaining 
strength and waved a reassuring hand. 
Badger drummed on around the crib. ‘ 

About eight minutes later the Dolphin 
chugged up hysterically and took the ex- 
hausted Hammond on board. He was swim- 
ming on his back, breathing heavily. when 
the boat arrived. 


Unable to Save Aeroplane. 

A boat which had been iaunched from the 
life saving station reached the spot ten 
minutes later, as did numerous private 
launches and fishing boats. The lite saving 
crew grappled the plane once, but it slipped 
away from them. About 7:45 o'clock a fire 
tug steamed out after it and was still fishing 
for the aeroplane at latest reports.

Simon did not rise higher than twenty five 
feet. He hugged the ground and escaped the 
stronger bréeze encountered at a greater 
height. Stone circled wide. Simon's quick 
turn cut down the lead of the former and the 
daring Frenchman passed under his com- 
petitor about the center of the east side of 
the course. 

Simon was twenty yards ahead when he 
passed the judges’ stand to begin his second 
lap. He was still fying low. Sopwith ap- 
peared to be holding his position. On his 
third lap Simon increased his lead by cut- 
ting the corners“ He was fully a half a 
lap ahead. Sopwith closed up so that on his 
fourth lap he was only about 400 yards be- 
hind Stone. 

Simon was going fine on his fifth lap. He 
was feeling good, and as he passed the grand- 
stand he waved a hand to the crowd. Sopwith 
gained steadily on Stone and passed him 
near the finish. Simon finished three-fourths 
of a lap ahead.

Johnstone Has Machine Trouble.

I do not believe that the question of erect- 
ing branch hospitals has been properly con- 
sidered,”” said Commissioner Busse in urg 
ing the adoption of the resolution. In New 
York charity patients are treated in private 
hospitals at the expense of the public and 
the plan works well. This matter ts of Su- 
cient importance to merit careful considera- 
tion.”’

Privately, Commissioner Busse adileds 
“Under the last two ad tions this 
plan wes considered. conolusion was 
reached, but we received offers from severa) 
private hospitals to take care of our emer- 
gency cases at the yearly average cost of 
caring for patients at the county hospital. 
The emergency cases cost the county much 
more than ordinary cases, so the county 
would be getting a service for less cost thas 
it could be performed by the county itself. 

„These private hospitals are located in 
every community center of the city, so that 
it would take by far less time to get emer- 
gency cases to them than to two or three 
branch county hospitals. ~ 

„These private hospitals are under the 
supervision of the city health department, so 
it is certain the charity patients would re- 
ceive adequate and proper attention. The 
per capita cost a day for caring for patients 
at the count, hospital is about 98% cents.

ADDS TO COAST DEFENSE. 


Small Guns to Be Placed on Ves- 
sels and Target Officer 
Assigned. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 
Washington, D. C., Aug. 14.—({Spectial.J— 
While the administration is urging general 
arbitration as a means for the settlement of 
all international differences, it is, at the 
game time, observing the maxim of Washing- 
ton, “In time of peace, prepare for war.” 
Every possible aid to the navy is being 
utilized in the great war scheme which the 
navy department and the general board, of 
which Admiral Dewey is president, has ar- 
ranged. 
The latest feature of this scheme is the 
equipment and drill of the revenue cutter 
gervice, which is under the control of Secre- 
tary of the Treasury MacVeagh, with a 
view to its use both as a second line of de- 
fense and as a recruiting depot for the navy. 
The matter came to a head recently as 


result of the activity of Robert O. Bailey, made between Secretary of Agriculture Wil- 


assistant secretary of the treasury. Mr. 
Bailey has direct charge of the revenue cut- 
ter service.

Puccini's Operas Taken 
from Chicago Company. 


EW YORK, Aug. 14.— [Special. I— The Chi- 
cago- Philadelphia Opera company, 
which Mr. Andreas Dippel is the director 
and M. Cleofonte-Campanini is the gen- 
eral gnusical director, will not be per- 
mitted to perform any of the works of Puccini 
during its forthcoming season in Chicago, Phil- 
adelphia, or any other towns that Mr. Dippel 
may propose to visit. 

On this resolution the members of the firm 
of Giulio Riccordi, M. Puccini's representatives 
and ministers plenipotentiary, are determined. 
Nor can the absence of the name of Puccini 
from the répertoire of the Chicago-Philadeiphia 
Opera company be regard as anything but 
perious. ~ 
Puccini's “ Madame Butterfly,” La Boheme,“ 
“The Girl of the Golden West,” and “ Tosca” 
are the mainstay of every opera house that has 
the privilege of performing them. Each one of 
them is a certain unavoidable draw. During 
the last season in London the syndicate which 
runs the Royal opera at Covent Garden has re- 
lied entirely upon the Puccini répertoire to make 
its profits.

— The importance of Puccini's operas to an im- 
presario may be judged from the fact that had 
the Metropolitan Opera company of New York 
possessed the rights to perform these operas 
in Burope (that is to say, in London) M. Gatti 
Casazza would have given a season of opera in 
London this summer at Drury Lane theater and 
in opposition to Covent Garden; but contracts 
in force between the firm of Riccordi and the 
syndicate at Covent Garden precluded the per- 
formance of Puccini’s works except at Covent 
Garden. So the Metropolitan Opera company 
was compelled to abandon its design.

Giulio Riccordj & Co. are represented in New 
York by an Armrican corporation bearing the 
same name. The head of that corporation is 
George Maxwell. Mr. Maxwell said today: 

“It is not our custom to discuss our pore 
relations with this or that opera company fo 
publication in the press. I may say, however, 
that it is extremely unlikely that any of Puc- 
cini’s works, or, indeed, any works copyrighted 
by the Casa Riccordi, will be performed during 
the forthcoming season of the Chicago-Phila- 
delphia Opera company.” 
Mr. Maxwell would not go into the reasons 
that had compelled M. Puccini and his publish- 
‘rs to withdraw their works from perform- 
ance by the Chicago-Philadelphia Opera com- 
pany. But withdrawn they are.

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Peace Conference 


Program Is Made. 


BERNE, Switzerland, Aug. 14.—The peace ad- 
vocates closed their conference today, having 
agreed upon the essentials to be included in 
a declaration to the world in which their 
hopes and their program will be set forth. 

The members of the conference believe im- 
portant consequences will follow this meet- 
ing of economists and that for the first time 
the problem of war will be studied scientifi- 
cally by the deepest thinkers of all nations. 

Neither. effort, time, nor abundant funds will 
be spared to carry on the research work, the 
result of which, it is expected, will illuminate 
the whole subject and have an authoritative 
value. The final act of the conference was to 
send a telegram to Andrew Carnegie at Skibo 
castle, whose peace foundation made the gath- 
ering possible. 

— 


The declaration to the world asks that all na- 
tions concentrate their attention upon the value 
of serious and scientific study of the causes of 
war, of peace as the best preventive of war, and 
as to the best method for the promotion of peace. 
It says the economists and publicists who con- 
voked the present conference were chosen by 
reason of their competence to deal with: the 
various subjects discussed, but that it should 
be understood their role for the moment is 
limited to the formulation of questions. The 
answers to their questions will be given by 
leading international thinkers best qualified 
te study each and every question. It adds that 
the work, therefore, has only begun, but that it 
will be pushed vigorously and systematically. 

“Study of the causes and consequences of 
war,” the declaration continues, “ constitutes 
only a part of the grand work. Peace will be 
studied in the same spirit and with the same 
method. Efforts will be made to determine 
and measure with the same scientific /precis- 
ion the action of the forces workin 
unity of mankind, which dafiy is 
more and more intense.“

Naturally, under such conditions the effi- 
clency of the district is going to pieces. It 
is reported that there have been twenty 
fatalyaecidents in the power and transmis- 
sion plants in a short period as compared 
with six in a very much longer preceding 
period. That has its significance. 

It isethe misfortune of an important mu- 
nicipal corporation to be fought over as if 
it were nothing but a piece of meat on a 
platter. 

For twenty-seven jobs filled now by men 
said to be competent and trustworthy a 
minority of the board members, headed by 
its president, hold up the business of the 
district and disorganize its affairs.

UNMUZZLED DOGS. 

The chief of police and some of the Mu- 
nicipal court judges are disputing over the 
dog question. The judges say that if the 
chief did his duty there would not be so 
many unmuzzled dogs on the streets biting 
people. The chief says violators of the dog 
ordinance are encouraged by the failure of 
the judges to fine them when brought into 
court. While the judicial and executive de- 
partments of the municipal government are 
arguing the dogs keep on biting. 

The failure of the Municipal court judges 
—if they have failed—to do their duty does 
not justify any folding of hands by the 
chief of police. It remains his duty or 
that of his subordinates to catch unmuz- 
zgied dogs and to have their owners taken 
into court. Then the police department will 
have done all that could be required of it. 
If the public were to learn that men who 


free the judges who were responsible would 
not go unscathed. 

As for the masterless, vicious dogs of 
which there are so many prowling around. 
is the duty of the police to be on the look- 
out for them and kill if they cannot catch 
them. It should not take Aong to thin 
out the ranks of those dangerous animals. 


“DOPE.” 

One man says to another, “I think so and 
so gave me the right dope.” He means that 
he has been given accurate information, 
The person to whom he is talking so under- 
| stands him if he has kept up with the pro- 
gressive English language. 

Not so many years ago dope was an 
obscure word, seldom heard. It had only a 
few meanings. It could be used of any 
thick, semi-liquid pastry thing for eating— 
a thick sauce or gruel. A mixture of pitch, 
tallow, ete., put on the soles of shoes to keep 
the wearers from slipping on moist snow 
was also known as dope.“ So, too, was an 
absorbent material such as cotton waste 
suitable for holding thick liquids. There the 
dictionaries stop. They have refused to re- 
cord or have been unaware of the rich de- 
velopment of the word in recent years. 

The first step was in,calling opium when 
prepared for smoking “dope.” That was 
not an illegitimate use, for the smoker's 
opium is a pasty, viscous substance. Then, 
where it had been customary to call a man 
“en habitual user of opium,” it seemed 
shorter to call him a “dope fiend.” Next 
came the verb to dope — to put drugs fu 
a person’s drink to stupefy him and make 
robbery easy. Then followed easily enough 
the metaphorical use. “ What kind of dope 
are you giving us?” was expressive of the 
belief that an attempt was being made ty 
deceive—that false igformation had been 
‘imparted. And, lastiy, we have “dope” 
meaning information which may be correct 
| —the “ right kind of dope,” or incorrect, but 
which is more likely to be the latter.

1 deny Mat universal suffrage vught to 
have as a result,” he said, “ the sending of 
better or more able men to pariiament than 
those I now see before me. An election is 
only a means to an end. The end in this 
instance is merely to have capable deputies, 
and universal suffrage will not attain that 
object any better than the system which is 
now in force. There has never been any 
reason presented to me which would incline 
me to believe that there is any need of 
changing the law as it exists at the present 
moment. 

“I regret infinitel: that such a bill ever 
passed the doors of the lower chamber. I 
think that it is ſot only our duty to reject 
it unanimously out that we ought to affix 
to the door of this chamber a placard for- 
bidding the introduction of any such bill. 

The question before us is, are we to 
concern ourselves only about the will of the 
people? If besides the will of the people 
there is nothing else to consider, I might 
ask why the chamber of lords exists and 
why its members are chosen in such a 
variety of fashions? It is nowhere said in 
the constitution that the principal object 
of the creation of a parliament is to give 
expression to the will of the people. I trust 
that Mr. Kamada will not forget this, and 
I beg him no longer to urge the matter.”

United States, and so familiar a figure 
on this side of the Atlantic, that his 
arrival in New York tonight, on bourd 
the Olympic, would excite but little attention 
were it not for the fact that he is accom- 
panicd by Lady Charles, known among her 
relatives and friends, indeed by half of Eng- 
ish society, as Dot.“ She has been a 
great beauty, and is a brilliantly gifted 
woman.

During the great review held in connection

RICHARD «HENRY LITTLE.) 


[BY 


RAK up about a pint of stale 
bread. after cutting off the 
¢rust; pour over it a quart of 
boiling milk; add to this a piece. 
of butter the size of a small egg; 
cover the dish tight and let it stand 
until cool; then with a spoon mash it 


until fine adding a teaspoonful of ein- 
na and one of nutmeg grated, half 
a cupful of sugar and one-quarter of 
a teaspoonful of soda dissolved in a 
littie hot water. Beat up four eggs very 
light and add last Turn all into a well- 
buttered pulding dish and bake three- 
quarters of an hour. Serve it warm 
with hard sauce ;

Bread pudding, the most appetizing as well 
as the most nutritious food known, against 
which a furious campaign of innuendo and 
falsehood has been most unblushing!y waged, 
is again gaining in favor, and from all ap- 
pearances will soon be restored to its throne 
as the queen of edities. 

Bread pudding. invented in America sad 
recognised as the foundation as well as the 
bulwarks of the republic, was for years the 
chief food of the sturdy people of the United 
States. What oatmeal was to the Scotch, 
potatoes to the Irish, roast beef to the Eng- 
iish, fr legs to the French, macaroni to the 
Italians, and sauerkraut to the Germans, 80 
has been bread puddiar ‘to the Amert ans. 
Bread pudding, howeve s been proven by 
scientific test to have m; nutrition tha. 
all the * ods tl. it form the favorite dishes 
of other nations combi d. / 

Jie universal custom of eating bread pud- 
ding made the Ame can peeple a rave aad 
hardy race and enabled t) m to drive back 
the red I. dian, issue the De: aration of Inde- 
pendence, win the war of the revolution, the 
war of 1812, the Mexican war, and the Span- 
ish-American war. Ther cess of the north 
in the war between the states was owing to 
the fact that the north ate bread pudding 
while the south ate corn pone. 

As long as bread pudding continr ed In favor 
the country grew h. strength, wealth, and 
happiness. But of late years there has been 
a decline in the popularity of bread pudding, 
and as a result the country Is tending to fall 
behind. The sawdust breakfast food trust 
has conducted through its paid agents a de- 
structive war against the bread pudding. 
Bread pudding has been maligned and ridi- 
culed, and in some states the sawdust break- 
fast food trust has succeeded in getting 
laws on the statute books making the eating 
of bread pudding a felony punishable by 
fine and imprisonment in the county jail. 

_— 

In the states in which the sawdust trust 
has not as yet been able to make the eating 
of the delicious bread pudding a crime they 
have succeeded by a furious campaign of 
ridicule in making people athamed to be 
seen eating bread pudding. Restaurant and 
hotel keepers who still serve bread pudding 
do so in a sneaking manner and give it an 
assumed name such as cabinet pudding, 
succulent sauce,“ favorite food, and d. 
p., and serve it in thick earthen cups, ag 
they do whisky out in Kansas. 

hi some reason there is a strange lull at 
present in the bitter warfare against bread 
pudding, and accordingly the supporters of 
the nationa] dish have decided to take ad- 
vantage of the moment and push a heavy 
campaign of-publicity designed to again re- 
store bread pudding to its rightful place. 

Miss Stewa Prune, the president of the 
American Bread Pudding Restoration soci- 
ety, sent out from her office in Chicago yes 
terday a mass of documents directed towards 
making bread pudding again the central dish 
on every table in the country. Miss Prune 
points out that the present high cost of liv- 
ing is directly due to the abolishmefit of 
bread pudding. Bréad pudding could be man- 
ufactured at very slight expense, and was 
so nourishing and filling that meats, fish, 
and other commodities were not required. 

With bread pudding forced into exile, how- 
ever, people craved great quantities of ten- 
derloin, pork chops, marshmallows, chuck 
steak, whitefish, lobster, strawberry short- 
cake, chicken, squab, olives. and the like to 
supply the nutrition lost with the banishment 
of the national dish. The unusual demand for 
these edibles caused a great increase in their 
price and the increase will continue until 
bread pudding is restored. 

Miss Prune offers the following table to 
show the relatiye food values of bread pud- 
ding compared with othér mecessities of life:

The American Bread Pudding Restoration 
society asks its members to come boldly out 
into the open and not to be afraid to show 
their colors, as their example will do much 
to make others feel ashamed of their atti- 
tude towards bread pudding. 

The badge of the league is extremely novel 
and sure to attract attention. Each member 
drops a small piece of bread Pudcing on the 
left lapel of his coat each morning and lets 
it remain there during the day. This is sure 
to attract attention and comment and opens 
up the subject of bread pudding and gives the 
member of the society a chance to Say:

In answer to the letter of Aug. 2. addressed 
to you, regarding condition of penny weigh- 
ing machines at Sans Souci park, I wish to say 
that on July 28 we inspected twelve weighing ma- 
chines at this place and condemned five of the 
twelve. These scales were labeled ‘‘ Condemned ”’ 
in a conspicuous place, buf I presume your corre- 
epondent paid no attention to the notice. 

In regard to the scale on which he weighed 227 
pounds the first time and 230 pounds the second 
time, he probably jerked down on the scale after 
the indicator came around to 227 pounds and before 
the mechanism of the scale locked foreed it down 
to 2890 pounds. 

These weighing machines are the hardest type 
scale to keep in order that we have to contend with 
owing largely to the rough usage given them by 
the public. I have seen a crowd of boys running 
and as each one came to one of these weighing 
machines he jumped on the platform of the scale 
and jarred it out of order. Others grasp the pillar 
of the scale if they are not satisfied with the weight 
recorded and shake the scale neariy to pieces. It 
cannot be expected that scales treated in this 
manner will weigh correctly. 

I believe in view of the record made by this de- 
partment, which has been indorsed and approved 
by the federal authorities, that the criticism is 
unfair and undeserved.

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Moderate Tuition—Y. M. 
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CASH FARES ON RAILROADS. 
Evanston, III., Aug. 14.—[Editor of The 
Tribune.j—Is there no way by which subur- 
ban railroad fare may be regulated by the 
‘state railway commission or by the council 
of Chicago and suburban cities? For in- 
stance, under the law the railroad has the 
right to charge 2 cents a mile in the state, 
and, if the fare is collected on the train, 3 
cents a mile. For the last ten years I have 
paid from $6 to $15 a month té the Chicago 
and Northwestern railway company for rail- 
road fare from Evanston to Chicago and re- 
turn, buying their regular commutation tick- 
ets. On several occasions I have had the 
misfortune to lose or mislay my ticket. For 
instance, the other day I happened to leave 
my ticket with some papers in the office, and 
after I had boarded the train with my wife 
and the train had started I found that I had 
not my ticket, but the conductor collected, 
as he had the right to do, legally; 33 cents 
each from Chicago to Main street, Evans- 
ton, although the street car and elevated 
fare is only 10 cents. It seems an outrage 
that conductors are not allowed some dis- 
crimination and that some kind satisfac- 
tory means cannot be devised by which the 
commuter may be allowed to identify himselt 
and make proper reimbursement for his 
fare when he has recovered his ticket. Most 
conductors know their regular passengers 
by sight and the loss sustained by the road 
would be infinitesimal at the most.

LEGAL CLAIMS CUT DOWN. 


Industrial Branch Charged with 
Fleecing Many American 


Beneficiaries. 


New York, Aug. 14—[Spectal.]—The first of 
@ series of reports on industrial insurance in 
this country was made public today by the 
g gtate insurance department, following exam- 
imations in which conditions have been found 
which are described as serious. | 

This report deals only with the United 
States branch of the General Accident, Fire, 
and Life Assurance Corporation, Limited, of 
Perth, Scotland, but the investigation begun 
by the national convention of insurance com- 
nrissioners as a result of an examination of 
this company has taken in eleven other com- 
panies. 

The examination of the General, according 
to the report to Supt. Hotchkiss by his ex- 
aminer, showed “ conclusively that the rights 
ot the policyholders are disregarded; that 
ad vantage is taken of. their unfamiliarity 
with its provisions, and that a disposition is 
shown to compromise, delay, and avoid the 
payment of legitimate claims.” 

A memorandum from Mr. Hotchkiss, in- 
cluding his examiner’s report, was adopted 
by a special committee of insurance commis- 
gionere held here on Aug. 2. This committee. 
met today in Detroit and made public the 
adoption of the report. The committee con- 
gisted of insurance commissioners of New 
York. Michigan, Illinois, Massachusetts, In- 
diane, and Virginia. 

“It ie impossible in language fitted to an 
Official document aptly to characterize what 
seers to have been the practices and methods 
of the industrial department of this corpora- 
tion in settling with its policyholders,” the 
memorandum asserts. It appears to have 
resorted to every possible means, not merely 
to protect itself against imposition—for which 
it could not be criticised—but also, and more 
particularly, to cut and shave down claims, 
apparently without conscience and certainly 
without right.

Prices Rebound from, Bear 
Pressure and Close with 
an Advance, 


DAY OF WIDE MOVEMENTS 


Foreign Purchases’ Feature; 
Union Pacific and Steel 
Go Up. 


(NEW YORK TIMES FINANCIAL LEADER ] 

NEW YORK, Aug. 14.—[Special.]—Prices 
rebounded today from the bear pressure 
which was put upon them on Saturday, and 
at the close, after the céntending forces in 
the market had found reflection in wide and 
irregular movements in leading active 
stocks, for the first time since the close of 
July showed an average advance for the 
day in excess of 1 point. 

On only one other day since the opening of 
this month has the market shown any rally 
That was on Monday of last week, and then 
the average net improvement was only frac- 
tional. The upturn today showed much 
more strength than was displayed in the 
rally a week ago, but in the interval prices 
had been much further depressed. 

While the gain madeqtoday was a grateful 
rel after the extremely unsettled mar- 
kets of the previous few days, it must be 
recognized that the recovery will have to be 
carried considerably further before it can 
be felt hat a more favorable view is being 
taken b ythe public of the maters chiefly 
responsible for the readjustment of prices 
which has been under way. 


Foreign Purchases Feature. 

Foreign purchases of American stocks 
were again one of the features of the market. 
London sent a generally higher level of 
prices for the international stocks, with a 
gain of over a point in Union Pacific, which 
had borne the brunt of the selling on Sat- 
urday. These higher London quotations 
helped to establish a good opening here, ang 
gains of a fraction to as much as 2 points 
were shown during the first few moments 
of tracing.

Had there been much calling of loans the money 
market would have reflected the efforts of needy 
borrowers to obtain accommodation and money 
rates could hardly have maintained theh umruffied 
ease they displayed the last two weeks. 

It appears, on the other hand, that much of 
the selling which put prices down came from those 
who were amply able to keep their stocks if they 
wished. The apparent selling from such sources 
was one of the things which helped to create the 
depressed sentiment of the last fortnight.
